nant, attack ofboarlel fevei at the 
a ge of live. Upon his recovery lie 
'ecanio deaf and lame. His right 
hip was affected so that walking 
w »8 extremely painful. For tbe 
hist Tow years after leaving the sick 
hod, ho was compelled to creep 
About On handfl ami knees. Then 
no used crutches -but by dint of 
'»» iron will, he learned to walk 
Breot again j In later life ho used a 
cane. What speech be had learned 
»P •<> tbe lime ol his deafness ho 

r,,,fti I. but ho used it only in 

conversing with his children and 
close friends. Being naturally 
■ensitivo, he preferred pud anil 

pencil to the uncertain voice of a 
•leaf person. llt>, declared that a 
ijtiif person was no match for a 
/tearing one in vocal speech. 

In 1850, al the age of nine, Aus- 
tin entered tbe stale School for the 

Deaf at Indianapolis, graduating 

eight years Eater; For several years 
J>e worked al his trade as a tinner 
1,1 the city. It is said of him that 
"•e most difficult roof work was 
•'ways assigned t,o him, as his work 
Was never found defective. 

In 18H7, at the age of twenty

''""11875. While leaching, he met

Lombard, a beautiful suburb of 
Chicago, engaged in newspaper 
work, in. the capacity of managing 
editor. Mrs. Mann is now living 
with him. 

In 1872, Mr. Mann received a Lay 
Reader's license from the lirs' 
Bishop of Michigan, Dr. McCoskey. 
In 1875 he resigned his teaohlog 
position, to devote all his time to 
founding and serving missions in 
the cities of the middle west. On St. 
Paul's Day, 1877, at Qraoe Church, 
Cleveland i Mr. Mann was ordained 
to tbe Diaconato by Bishop Bedell. 
If was the first ordination of a deaf- 
mute west of the Alleghonies, and 

the second in the history of the 
church, lie was the Jirsl deaf-mute 
Postulant in the Episcopal Church 
on this continent, probably in the 

world, but through oiroumstances, 

over which ho bad no control, ho 

lost iho honor of being the first deaf • 

mule ordained. The honor belongs 
lo the Rev. Henry Winlei Syle, of 
blessed memory, who was advanced 
lo the priesthood at I lie same lime 
with Rev A. W. Mann, in 1883, at 
Philadelphia. 

After his ordination on Si. Paul's 
Day, 1877, Rev. Mr. Mann held his 
first service at (Jrace Church, (love- 
land, Sunday, January 28th, at 3 
r. M ; then at Chicago, Sundav, 
February llth; at Jackson, Mich., 
Monday evening February I8tb, 
at Cincinnati, Sunday Feb. inth, 
nl St. John's Church, Detroit, al 
7.30 l».M, So his lirsl service here 
was the li/th service after his ordina- 
tion. 

From the lime Rev. Mr. Maim 
gave up teaeblng until the very last 
moment of his life, his time was do 
voted entirely to the founding of 
missions for tbe deaf ami minister 

log unto them. During his whole 

ministerial career (thirty six years), 

ho had only two vacations, both ol 
which were spenl in Kurope. 

For many years Rov Mr. Mann 
worked alone in a field embracing 
twenty one dlOOeeeS. The Held has 
been divided fjve times, with font 
deaf clergymen in chari 

Though physically handicapped, 
Rov. Mr. Mann knew how lo go on 
with his work to spread (he Gospel 
among the deaf. JesUS Christ was 
the solo inspiration of his life. God 
alone know best when to call him 
tO tbe church above. Mr. Mann 
finished his course at the lime when 
the weary flesh could stand it no 
longer. lie died just as he had 
wished that is, in harness ami on 
the highway. 

From personal experience, I can 
say that. Mr. Mann accomplished as 
much as he did. He has left behind 
a perpetual memorial of his great 
VVoik, Which spurs his successors 
on to greater effort to keep up what 

be started nudei much greater 
difficulties to spread tbe kingdom of 

the lord Jesus Christ among Iho 
deaf. 

In the Union Station at Columbus, 
Ohio, having arrived from his home 
in Cleveland lo fill an appoinlmeiil 
on Sunday morning foi a Service of 
the Holy Communion al Trinity 
Chapel, Mr. Mann fell asleep to 
awake no more, Saturday, January 
21, 1011, al, about 8 48 i : ht, 

Thus ended a long and useful 
life; no olhei deaf mule has achieved 

such remarkable results as be aohiev- 

od. God bless his Soul! 

The fext Mr. Maun took for his 
first service hero a little over forty 
one years was II Peter 8: 18. His 
humble successor will preach on I he 
same tovl, tomorrow afternoon."

The President of the Gallaudet 
College Alumni Association, on the 
occasion of the dedication of the new 
Sophia Fowler Hall, at C.allaudet 
College, asked this question and gave 
out this exclamation.

LARGEST SUMMER TRAVEL OF ANY 
UNE IN THE WORLD. 

What other city in the world is 
there where you cau take a steam- 
boat excursion equal to the sail 
from Harlem to Coney Island or 
Roekaway and return? Thescenery 
changes at each turn of the wheel. 
Riverside Drive, wiih Giant's Tomb 
and the Soldiers' and Sailors' 
Monument is always interesting. 
The docks of t he various ocean-going 
steamers present a wonderful view 
of the vast commerce of the nation's 
greatest port. After leaving Pier 1, 
Ihe scenery is'rich in historical remi- 
niscences and replete with scenic 
effeels which never become tiresome, 
as places of interest are continually 
before the eye. 

New York City has probably 
more miles of waterfront than any 
other city in the world, and offers 
some of the most delightful steam- 
boat excursions, yet its residents do 
not seem to fully appreciate thin 
fact.

Probably many of the millions of 
passengers cairied have been curi- 
ous as to what man or men are back 
of the organization that provides 
them with such a safe and eutei- 
I aining summertime journey. To 
the president of the Iron Steamboat 
Company, Mr. Frederick A. Bishop, 
a very large degree of the credit is 
due. Mr. Hishop was huru iu 
Brooklyn, In 1801, and his earlier 
business career was spent iu bank- 
ing and insurance circles. He first 
entered the steamboat business in 
1894 as ticket agent at Pier I, North 
River, foi the Iron Steamboat Com- 
pany, and the next season was 
promoted to the position of book 
keepei and cashier for the same 



Company. So that he wonld be 
kept busy on Sundays and holidays, 
he acted as purser on the Steamer 
Taurus on those days, when it made 
its famous trips to tbe Ocean Pier 
at Long Branch. In 189C he began 
tbe season as gateman at Pier 1, 
where he remained until July 1, 
when the Qeneral Traffio Manager 
and General Ticket Agent resigned, 
and Mr. Bishop was put in charge 
of these offices. 

At the close of that season, Mr. 
Bishop went into huiness on Wall 
Street, as an outside, or curb brok- 
er. When the Board of Expert Ac- 
countants was organized in 1897, by 
Comptroller Fitch, he was appoint- 
ed on that Board, and assigned 
to duty iu Richmond County, 
where his report of the Bonds of 
that County was tbe first report on 
a bond issne nnder the Consolida- 
tion Act. He later filled other 
important city positions, and in 
1907 he severed his connection with 
the City Government to become 
Secretary of the Iron Steamboat 
Company. On November 10, 1910, 
the Board of Directors elected Mr. 
Bishop to tbe presidency of the com- 
pany, which position he has since 
filled with exceptional ability. 

During his presidency, Mr. Bishop 
has had many abstruse problems to 
deal with, all of which he mastered 
successfully. He has maintained the 
highest efficiency throughout the 
large staff of employes and has been 
quick to adopt any improvement 
that was for the good of the service 
rendered to the public 

Mr. Bishop has always evidenced 
a keen iuterest in outdoor life, and 
has taken an active part in many 
forms of athletics. Probably the 
sport iu which he takes the keenest 
delight is fishing, some of his friends 
going so far as to claim that he is 
a full fledged " nut" in this respect. 
Cei tainly he is a strong advocate of 
the sport of landing tbe big ones on 
light tackle, for he would rather go 
without eating any time, to play a 
shark eight feet or more in thssurf, 
or boat a Channel bass of fifteen 
pounds or more, on a five and a 
half ounce rod. 

Mr. Bishop has always been a re- 
sident of Brooklyn. He is a Demo- 
crat in politics, and was Secretary of 
the 17th Assembly Democratic As- 
sociation for many years. He is a 
member of the National Board of 
Steam Navigation and one of its ex- 
ecutive committee, also a member 
bf the New York Boat Owners' As- 
sociation, being also one of its direc- 
tor as well as being on the Law and 
Legislative Committee of these as- 
sociation. He is also a member of 
the Whitehall Association. 

Harlemites who seek the most en- 
joyable route to Coney Island and 
Roekaway will join tbe throngs who 
tiavel to these resorts on the boats 
of the Iron Steamboat Company, 
and should they have the pleasure 
of meeting Mr. Bishop on any of 
their trips, they will find him a 
most, affable and interesting man, 
whose principal aim in life is to 
make the patrons of the company, of 
Which he is the president, enjoy 
their journey to the summer play- 
grounds of this great metropolis.

gSfd, or is so little supported by 
public admiral ion. No ol her learn 
ed calling, except the ministry, Is 
pursued under conditions thai in 
volvo so much humiliation, and the 
minister's trials with his vestrymen 

or trustees are so what- ameliorat- 
ed by the fact that in very many 
cases he is free to lake an appeal 
over theil heads, whereas Die local 
board of education is generally a 
Supreme OOUrl lor the teacher. 

These are not, Haltering things to 
say of a nation that has been rle 
daring for a hundred years that its 
hope lay in public education. Hut 
they are tine. 

Just now the teacher is in an ex 
(•optionally unpleasant, situation.

Miss Ellen Milnor Franklin died, 
in the Home lor Aged and Infirm 
Deaf, on Wednesday morning, at 
eleven o'clock, May* 22d, 1918. 

Miss Franklin was born on July 
84, 1S44, and would therefore be 74 
years old next July, ller birth- 
place was at 'Tenth and Market 
Streets, now a very busy center. 
She attended the Pennsylvania 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb 
for a few months and then was re- 
moved to a private school, where the 
late Henry J. llaight and others were 
pupils. She taught, for a number of 
years in the Kansas School, and one 
other Western School, we believe. 
She belonged to a respectable family 
and was herself highly respected, 
intelligent, of pleasing manners, 
and rather attractive in appear- 
ance. Owing to increasing impair- 
ment of her eyesight, she was com 

polled to relinquish teaching about 

Ion veins ago or longer. She then 

returned to her native city to live. 

The death of her favorite bro- 
ther, Dr. Franklin, about a year 
SCO, was a severe blow to Miss 
Franklin and left her almost alone. 
Upon the advice of friends, she 
became a pay resident of the Home 
about six months ng.i. She had 
been ill for some time, and her death 
was caused by ura'tnic poison and 
complications. Her funeral took 
place from the Home on Friday, 
May I4tb, at 11 A.M., Kev. 0. 
(). D.inl/.ei Officiating. 'The 
funeral party proceeded in autOS lo 
Philadelphia, where Miss Franklin's 
remains were buried in her bro- 
ther's lot in West Laurel Hill 
Cemeterj .

What the Animals Teach Da 

The human heart, that mighty 
engine of our existence, runs some- 
times for a bundled years, sending 
the life giving fluid by valvular 
action to all parts of our system to 
have it return and again sent forth ; 
the process being continuous aa 
long as the shell containing it re- 
mains in condition to support its 
pulsations. 

We do not find in all the handi- 
work of man a piece of machinery 
capable of withstanding anything 
like the constant strain and wear 
consistent with the working of the 
human heart. The nearest ap- 
proach to the mechanical action of 
the heart, as given to the world by 
the ingenuity of man, we find iu the 
pulsometer. This instrument is op- 
erated without the intervention of 
a piston for the circulation of fluids 
by vavnlar action and is man's copy 
of the construction and working of 
the human bean 

We have learned much from the 
study of animal life and the natural 
conditions surrouudiug our ex- 
istence. Man has copied many of 
his achievements from the works of 
bis Creator. The silkworm taught 
us how to spin and the spider how 
to weave ; the wasp how to make 
paper from wood. In the dragon- 
fly, we find the original of one of the 
successful types of flying machines ; 
the propeller of the modern steam 
tuibine is copied and patterned in 
shape corresponding to the tail of 
the shark ; in the crab we see the 
principle of the grappling hook ; the 
clam's shell has a hinge ; the lob- 
ster's claw resemble our pinohers or 
tongs ; iu the long legs of the grass- 
hopper we flod all the action of the 
modern bay-tedder ; the many legs 
of the ceutipede resemble the teeth 
in the farmer's hayrake ; the glow 
worm or firefly, with its intermittent 
show of light, is quite like our 
present lighthouse, giving out its 
intermittent flashes of light to warn 
the lonesome mariner ; the elephant 
blows his trumpet, and like a 
mighty engine the whale spouts 
forth a tremendous stream of water ; 
the crocodile possesses that vice-like 
grip so often required In our me- 
chanical pursuits ; the treeboier 
cuts its way like a carpenter's auger; 
the mole, the gopher and the hare 
are subway and tunnel builders; 
the swallow builds an adobe bouse, 
while the taratula lines the walls of 
Its home with a soft, downy sub- 
stance, and places a hinged door 
over the entrance and fastens the 
door on the inside when at home ; 
in proportion to its size, where do 
we flud In all creation a greatei 
producer of an article of commerce 
than the little honeybee ? Consider 
the system and precision with which 
all the work of this busy little 
insect is carried on ; it builds its 
storehouse, then fills it, colonizes 
and is ruled by a queen. Who 
taught the beaver to dam the 
stream and hold back its watera for 
use in its playful hours ?

So And Sailor Inaurance. 

In all of our war measures and ac- 
tivities there is nothiug wiser and 
better aud fraught with more good 
to our fighting men and the Nation 
ihan our soldier and sailor Insur- 
ance. 

That the members of the military 
and naval forces of the Inked 
Slates, for whose benefit the in- 
surance was established, are avail- 
ing themselves of it, is something 
that all good Americans will rejoice 
at. 

More than 2,000,000 members of 
America's fighting forces are now 
insured by the Government, for more 
than sixteen and a half billion 
dollars, by the United States 
Government. Up to the close of 
business, Monday night, May 13th, 
2,029,886 insurance applications, 
aggregating $16,683,514,000, had 
been received by the Military and 
Naval Division of the Bureau of 
War Risk Insurance. The average 
amount of insurance applied for is 
$8,209, the maximum permitted by 
law being $10,000. 

Approximately 11,000 applica- 
tions for Government insurance are 
being teceived daily. In the laat 
two weeka $1,000,000,000 of insur- 
ance was written on the lives of 
soldiers and sailors. This iudicates 
that the new men joining the colors 
are taking out Government in 
surance. 

Men are being urged to insure 
immediately upon enlistment, inas- 
much as application must be made 
within 120 days after joining the 
service. 
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In its "pictorial supplement" of 
Sunday, May 26th, the New York 
World has pictures of sons of some 
of the nation's great men, such as 
Secretary Daniels and Secretary 
McAdoo, and also of Alexander L,. 
Pach, whose two sons, John and 
Howard Pach, are shown in the 
Navy uniform — one a yeoman of the 
1 st class and the other a marine.

Mr. Forrester was sleeted a din. 
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A little over a month baa elapsed since 
I left New York, but my time has been so 
taken up by my new duties that very little 
has been at my disposal for letter writing. 
Saturday afternoon, March 30th, I ar- 
rived at Camp Punston, bnt there learned 
that the Base Hospital was located a few 
miles further on at Pt. Riley. Taking a 
trolley car, I arrived at my proper destina- 
tion a few minutes later. 

After reporting to the commanding 
officer, I was immediately assigned to the 
Base Hospital Headquarters laboratory for 
duty, fitted out at the supply depot with all 
my personal accoutrements, assigned to 
my barracks, shown how to make my bed 
according to regulation, how to don my 
military togs correctly, and finally assigned 
to my place in one of the mess halls. 

The laboratory is doing an immense 
amount of work along pathological, bac- 
teriological and serological lines. Some 
days thousands of cultures are taken, es- 
pecially of new recruits, and the results 
determine the manner in which they are 
segregated in different camps to avoid 
contagion. 

Each of the first three weeks I was here, 
I received a typhoid inoculation and a small- 
pox vaccination. The typhoid serum kept 
me feeling pretty mean for a time, but 1 
have now recovered from the effects of it 
and have gained about six pounds in 
weight. 

Our quarters and meals are excellent, 
and I am very fortunate in having a fine 
class of fellows to work with, and we have 
a fine set of officers over us. Our com- 
manding officer is a Colonel Schreiner, 
formerly of the Army General Hospital at 
New York. There are a number of Kansas 
University men here, some of whom 1 
knew when in school. The others are from 
all over the country. 

We sleep in two-story, wooden barracks, 
heated by steam and provided with hot 
and cold running water, lavatories, shower- 
bath, electric lights, and a barber shop. 
They are designed to be convertible into 
hospitals in case of need. 

Mess is served in the permanent stone 
buildings. 

Pt. Riley is located on a government 
reservation of aroo acres on the north 
side of the Kansas River, between the 
cities of Manhattan and Junction City, 
the latter to the west and the former to 
the east. Most of the buildings are of 
substantial design, built of grey limes' 
There is a great number of them, for 
this is about the second largest of the 
permanent forts in the country. 

A little less than a mile from Headquar- 
ters Building is a monument marking the 
geographical center of the United States. 
It is on the reservation. 

Camp Punston is a few miles east of the 
fort toward Manhattan, but also on the 
reservation. It is typical of the new army 
cantonment. Most of its buildings are 
frame, constructed to last at least five 
years, but there are also a vast number of 
tents. 

The rifle, grenade and artillery ranges 

are scattered around on the outskirts 

of the" post" (as the reservation is catted). 

We are not exactly fighting Germans 

here, but we are fighting billions of germs, 

[|,„ I and the danger, although not as apparent, 

1 is more insidious, and just about as great. 

1 Some good men have already fallen vic- 

tlma to it. However, a vast amount of 

good is being done, and the men, as a 

whole, have only praise for the Medical 

Department and Red Cross. The greatest 

complaint is of being held back from going 

to Prance at once. 

Thia department works longer hours than 
the men of the line do, and there is so much 
of it that we are kept busy all seven days 
of the week, often till late at night, and 
for some — throughout the night. Fur- 
loughs have been very rare. As yet, 1 
have had no chance of getting home even 
for twenty-four hours, but I hope to before 
long if more men are put into this work.
